Washington, January 4.—(/)—De- 
fore an inquiring membership, Chair- 
man Borah of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, propelled the Kellogg 
peace pact on its way in the senate 
today in debate which became per- 
sonal as well as conciliatory. 

After three hours, during which he 
answered questioners from all sides of 
tl chamber, the sponsor of the treaty 
pledging the nations of the world to 
renounce war, summed up and an- 
swered the arguments made against 
the pact and called for early ratifica- 
tion of it in its present form. 

Senator Reed, democrat, of Mis- 
souri, who is ready to lead the oppo- 
sition and whose onslaught has been 
eagerly awnited by those wishing to 
see a Reed-Borah clash in debate, re- 
plied only briefly today with a reading 
of correspondence of the other nations. 
The Missourian has not gp begun his 
fight. 

This correspondence showed that 
“many constructions have been placed 
upon the treaty and there is a dis- 
pute already as to its meaning.” 

Saturday Holiday Sidetracked. 

With the contest in full swing lead- 
ers sidetracked the usual Saturday 
holiday and called for a meeting to- 
morrow.

Expenditures Will Be 
Held to $4,000,000 and 
$1,000,000 Debt Paid Off, 
Captain Hope Says.

Fulton county will collect approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 from taxes and all 
other sources of county revenue dur- 
ing 1929, and will spend not more 
than $4,000,000, thus providing $1.- 
000,000 for the retirement of prior 
indebtedness, according to a forecast 
made Friday by Captain George M. 
Hope, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the Fulto:, county commis- 
sion. 

The tax levy of $1.10 per $100 on 
hill taxable value within the county is 
estimated by the commission to real- 
ize $3,262,068.64 for the county dur- 
ing 1920 for improvements and cur- 
rent expenses, though the actual real- 


ization probably will run well over 
that of 1928, which was $5,514,- 
753.80, Captain Hope said.

Allahabad, India, January 4— 
(United News.)—Afghan authorities 
have ordered the arrest of Colonel 
Thomas EB. Lawrence, famous British 
adventurer and army officer, on the 
belief that he has been assisting reb- 
els in the present uprising to cross 
the frontier, according to advices. re- 
ceived here tonight. 

Lawrence, known as “Lawrence of 
Arabia” because of his war-time ad- 
ventures, was described by authori- 


' ties as “the arch spy of the world.” 


Photographs, supposed’ to be of 
Lawrence, were  ilistributed among 
Afghan army commanders. 

It was reported.from Delhi that 
rumors were current concerning plans 
for the fresh assault of Kabul, capital 
of the Afghanistan, which was suc- 


cessfully defended recently by govern- 
ment troops when insurgents attacked. 
The rebel tribesmen revolted against 
King -Amanullah’s reform laws. 

The brigand leader, Bachha Sakao. 
was said to be collecting a fresh 
force of insurgents for a march on 
Kabul. The insurgents were reported 
better armed than the government 
troops. 

‘Apparently the situation has taken 
a serious turn. The Quetta telegraph 
line had been cut and only. wireless 
communication with Kabul remained. 

The escape of Mohammed Omar 
Khan, aspirant for the throne of Af- 
ghanistan, from Allahabad added to 
fhe complexity of the situation. Omar 
Khan had been retained here by Brit- 
ish authorities. .

SANITY HEARING 
REFUSED BY COURT 


Last-Minute Effort To 
Save Doomed Lovers 
Creates Strangest Snarl 
in State’s History. 


New Orleans, January 4.—(#)— 
The hanging of Mrs. Ada Bonner 
l.ebouef and Dr. Thomas E. Dreher, 
scheduled for tomorrow at Franklin. 
became cloaked in legal uncertainty 
tonight when Chief Justice Charles A. 
O’Niell, of the Louisiana supreme 
court, granted a stay of execution 
and four justices of the supreme court 
ruled that the hanging should be car- 
ried out. The four justices, constitut- 
ing a majority of the court, ordered 
the clerk of the court to inform Sheriff 
Charles Pecot, of. St. Mary parish, to 
proceed with the hanging. The chief 
justice, however, held that the state 
constitution empowered him to grant 
a stay of execution. Chief Justice 
O’Niell declared he had power to 
issue the writ over the majority of 
the court, while the four dissenting 
members, Justices Overton, Brunot, 


Rogers and Land, held’ that as a ma- 
rae of the court their decision wag 
inal, 

Sheriff Pecot said tonight at Frank- 
li: that he would not act “until the 
supreme court gets through unwind- 
ing itself.” 


“The way I feet wow I will not pro: 


ceed withthe execution tomorrow,” 
the sheriff said. 

Sheriff Pecot issued another state- 
ment later, saying he would not defi- 
nitely decide what his position would 
be until he received written orders 
from the supreme court tomorrow. 

~- will make my decision tomorrow 
morning after the different writs are 
received,” he said. “Until then I do 
not know what my position will ‘be.” 

Judge Brunot tonight telephoned 
Sheriff Pecot that the supreme court 
had refused to hold up the hangin 
and ordered the sheriff to proce 
with ‘the executions in accordance 
with the death warrants signed by 
Governor Long. 

“Let me talk to the sheriff,” inter- 
rupted the chief justice. 

“Don’t execute those wing tomor- 
row,” Chief Justice .O’Neill shouted 
through the telephone. “One judge 
has the right to issue the writs and 
‘as chief justice of this court I order 
that the execution be stayed.” 

The defense today received its sec- 
ond rebuff of the week when Judge 
James D.. Simon, of the district court 
of St. Mary parish, before whom the 
original case was tried, denied appli- 
cation for appointment of a lunacy 
commission to determine the present 
sanity of their clients and thereby 
postpone execution. 

In denying the application for ap- 
pointment of a commission, Judge

Promote Effective Prohibition.

Washington, January 4.—(Spe- 
cial.) ~The common sentiment here at 
Washington is that Mr. Durant’s ef- 

fort to purchase a 
prize solution of the 
prohibition probler 
has added absolutely 
nothing of value tv 
the desired solution. 

The reason is obvi- 
ous. There is no 
practical solution as 
long as the law re- 
mains as it is. 

The Volstead act 
was outlined by the 
late Wayne 
Wheeler, genera! 
counsel and legisla- 
tive agent of the An- 
ti-Saloon league. He 
labored zealously and 

meticulously to draft into the act all 
the knowledge and experiences of his 
long career as the league's prosecutor 
of liquor law violators in Ohio, and 
as advisor of the Jeague’s prosecutors 
in other states of the union. He had 
become the shrewest anti-liquor law- 
yer in the country and easily baffled 
the ablest and? highest paid lawyers 
who appeared fdr the liquor interests, 
even in the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States. 

And he hagf the political backing to 
force his dfstic law through both 
houses of congress and over the veto 
of President Wilson.

Fired to Go the Limit. 

In our many year’s association in 
the work of procuring the national 
prohibition amendment Wheeler had 
come to appreciate my life-long studies 
of the federal constitution and to re- 
gard me as a trust-worthy conferee 
on its terms and the interpretations 
given to them by the federal supreme 
court. 

While he was framing the act for 
Representative Volstead to lay before 
the judiciary committee of the house 
Wheeler frequently called me into con- 
sultation. That is how I come tv 
know personally how the first draft 
of the act was prepared and in what 
particulars it was changed in com- 
mittee and on its passage through the 
house of congress. 

The constitutionality of its provi- 
sions was carefully studied in the con- 
ferences between Wheeler, 
myself and others—so carefully, in- 
deed, that they have been consistent- 
ly upheld by the supreme court in 
practically all the cases based upon 
the act that have come before it up 
to date. 3 

Wheeler was determined to go the 
full limit that the constitution would 
allow. He hated liquor and the sup- 
porters of the traffic in it with a 
spiritual ferocity such as I have never 
known another. man to have against 
any person or practice. He felt it 
his duty to God to hate them just that 
way!

Doubts That Are Now Verified. 


While- having no doubts of the con- 
stitutionality of the provisions of the 
act, I did express serious doubts of 
the practical wisdom of some of them, 
and of the ability of the government 
to enforce them. 

Those doubts have been _ verified 
substantially by the experiences of the 
people and the government during the 
past eight years. 

I argued strongly in our confer- 
ences against the definition of “intoxi- 
eating liquor” as being any liquor con- 
taining more than one-half of one per

cent of alcohol. I felt that such defi- 
nition was. drastic and indefensible, 
beth scientifically and experimentally, 
and that it would shut off from the 
people beverages not in fact intoxi- 
cating and would arouse great anid 
troublesome opposition to the ameni#- 
ment and the enforcement act. 

I also doubted the wisdom and prac- 
ticality of making the mere police of. 
fenses against the act triable by juries 
in the federal district courts, and ail- 
vocated what has since been pro 
from many sources—ihat those of- 
fenses be made simple misdemeanors, 
triable and punishable with fines by 
commissioners’ of the federal district 
courts. Only today Wederal Judge 
Cant, of Duluth, declares that such 
offenses should be so dealt with by 
such commissioners or carried into 
the state courts, 

” * * « 
Senator Harris Sees the Need. 

In a former session of congress our 
Senator Harris, seeing the need for 
certain and speedy punishment of le- 
cal distillers, home brewers, bootleg- 
gers and road rum-runners, proposed 
an act to confer police jurisdiction 
upon United States court commassion- 
ers, with as many of them in each 
judicial district as circumstances 
s’vuld suggest, and with authority 
to summarily try such small fry of- 
fenders against the prohibition law. 

Every one at all conversant with the 
judicial features of prohibition en- 
forcement knows that the greatest 
wéakness lies in the failure of juries 
to convict and the judges to properly 
punish such as are convicted or lay 
down on pleas of guilty. 

Senator Harris can do no greater 
service to the people of the entire na- 
tion than to press his plan above men- 
tioned upon the action of congress. If 
he can succeed in havixg it enacted 
he will do more for the better en- 
forcement of the amendmeit and the 
Volstead act than has yet been done 
or than could be done under any of 
the plans submitted for the Durant 
prize. I have heard more commen.la- 
tion given to Senator Harris’ plan 
than to any other remedy that has 
been proposed for present slack en- 
forcement conditions. 


The Plan Is Constitutional. 

Objection to Senator Harris’ plan 
has been made that it would be uncon- 
stitutional, on the theory that police 
powers have not been granted to con- 
gress among the powers enumerated to 
it by the constitution. 

But it was declared in Sim’s case, 
7 Cushing, 731, that “the commis- 
sioners of the circuit courts of the 
United States are officers exercising 
functions of justice of the peace under 
the laws of the commonwealth” and 
that “congress might appoint justices, 
without commissioning them as judges 
during good behavior, or giving them 
fixed salaries.” 

That would take such justices from 
under the constitutional requirements 
as to federal judges. Congress is em- 
powered by the constitution to give 
to them the jurisdiction and functions 
that it pleases. 

The supreme court has decided, (1 
Wheat. 304, 337). that “congress can- 
not vest any portion of the (judicial) 
power jin state courts, only in courts 
established by itself,”’ but it can estab- 
lish any form of court it sees fit to 
try offenses against federal laws. 

Hence, one available and most 
promising plan to forward and secure 
prohibition enforcement in more sat- 
isfactory fashion is to adopt the Har- 
ris plan.

the purchase of the rock for road 
paving, is expected to drive the re- 
ceipt figure up to $5,000,000, Captain 
Hope said. 

The county faces a policy of re- 
trenchment this year, because of the 
excess of disbursements over receipts 
during 1928, and the commission will 
stay strictly within the bounds of the 
estimates prepared for the year, thus 
furnishing the prospect of a_ lean 
year for road and other public im- 
provements, as well as contributions 
to various causes, Captain Hope said. 

Saving by Quarrying. 

Just how much the county will save 
by quarrying its own rock eould not 
be estimated by Captain Hope, but 
he expressed the opinion that the sav- 
ing will be a great deal. The rere 
will be quafried for the spring and 
summer paving, and instead of fur- 
nishing money for improvements this 
vear the county will furnish man- 
power from the convict camps, thus 
saving more money, he said, 

The county spent a total of $5,- 
052,199.73, while receipts amounted 
to only $4,062,208.61 during 192s, 
the annual audit of the county show- 
ed. The budget for 1928 was $3.- 
926,331.88, the disbursements in- 
creasing $1,125,867.85 over the esti- 
mate. Receipts during 1927 were 
$3,998.096.23,. while disbursements 
were $3,905,925.02. 

The large increase in disburse- 
ments during 1928, it was said, was 
due almost entirely to the contribu- 
tions of the county to public improve- 
ments. both in the ¢ity and the coun- 
ty. One project alone, that of the 
twin Pryor street and Central avenue 
viaducts, drew $386,068.68 from the 
county and more than $2,000,000 was 
spent on road, street and bridge im- 
provements, Captain Hope stated. 

Salaries on Level. 

Salaries of county officials and 
employees during 19 will amount 
to approximately $2,000,000. The 
county commission cut no salaries for 
this year, but decided against any in- 
creases.

PUTNAM URGES ENTRY 
IN LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Savannah, Ga., January 4—(#/)— 
Major George Haven Putnam, of New 
York, noted author and publisher and 
one of the founders of the American 
branch of the English speaking union, 
urged Americas entry into the 
League of Nations at a talk tonight 
under the auspices of the Savannah 
chapter of the union in the Hunting- 
don club rooms. He criticized “dis- 
trict polities” for. keeping this coun- 
try out of the league and declared the 
Kellogg peace pact a step in the right 
direction but a “feeble . effort.” 

“Where there is no vision the peo- 
ple perish.” he quoted in beginning 


his talk. The twentieth century vision 
is one of peace, he said. After a 
recorded period of 10,000 years of 
wars, the world is just beginning to 
get a glimmering of the vision. 

The newsboy of Savannah has the 
same rights before the law as the 
magnate, he said. Then extend the 
rights of the individual to the state, 
he said. There is no reason why Den- 
mark in its disagreement with Prussia 
in 1864 should not have received the 
same consideration as would a news- 
boy or poor man in the courts of Sa- 
vannah or New York. 

If the principles which have been 
accepted in the United States are 
sound, then those of the Woxld Court 
and League of Nations aré sound, he 
said. They_are, he declared, the prin- 
ciples for which the country has stood 
rom Washington on down. Interna- 
tional questions should be settled by 
law and not by force. 

The League of Nations already has 
prevented three wars. he said. and 
has done much to reduce the traffic 
in drugs and women. The American 
people have*been getting impatient 
that this country is standing out.

Of the $205.000,000 to be required 
for refunds this year, the committee 
reported that $43,000,000, or more 
than 20 per cent, was on account of 
interest.

The committee declared that with 
the large volume of mail now carried 
by air under the reduced postage rate, 
the government was operating at a 50 
per cent loss and that unless the con- 
tractors were paid legs and postage 
increased, the service would never pay 
for itself. 

“This is a matter which congress 
should consider at no very distant 
time.” the report said, “and either de- 
termine or indicate whether the pres- 
ent policy involving such a large loss 
is desired to be continued or changed 
by the postoffice department.”

Grand Canyon, Ariz., January 4.— 


(Special.)—After riding for seven 
hours aboard a mule with nothing 
| but cliffs above 
and too much 
space directly 
belew any one

ins* up. _.N ot 
one member of 
our party is 
able to. sit 
down without a 
groan = tenight.

Some 5,000 feet above the Colorado 
river on the rim of the canyon stands 
the Eltovar hotel and from there the 
saddle parties embark for the warmer 
and lower atmosphere of the river 
bottom. Some parties go along the 
rim by bus and others go by private 
cars, but the more adventurous go by 
mule back to the very edge of the 
tumbling river down under. Now five 
thousand feet is only about a mile 
and a mile isn’t far from here to 
there, but from here straight down 
it's too durn far. Especially is this 
true in the winter time, When about 
half of the. journey is aecomplished 
through a sea of snow and ice. Way 
down on the river the thermometer 
is around the 60 mark and up here 
at the hotel it is just a*few scant 
degrees above zero. It is remarkable 
what a difference a few thousand feet 
in altitude can make. 


Colorado Canyon. 


Our special arrived at the hotel 
this morning shortly after daylight 
and everybody piled out to see the 
big hole in’ the ground, this hole is 
220 miles in length and the Colorado 
lies moré than 7,000 feet below the 
rim in many places. One must wonder 
after his first look over the rim just 
what prank nature was playing back 
in the dim ages when this great 
chasm was ripped inte the earth. After 
having an early breakfast at the hotel 
on the rim, the party divided. into 
several groups and the various Caval- 
cadés began their ‘trek. First the 
busses left and then a few private cars 
hit the snowy road along the rim. 
They were to be gone but a couple of 
hours and it was great temptation to 
sit in a seat in the warm cars rather 
than take the mule-back route to the 
bottom. But about 30 intrepid ex- 
plerers decided to trust their lives to 
the long-eared animals and none was 
sorry at the end of the day though 
many were sitting carefully and cir- 
cumspectly in all convenient chairs 
after the ride was over. About 30 
members of the party including one 
plucky young woman took the saddle 
trail-and all the rest sat the cushions.

Here Is Film Story of Riegels’ Mad 
—67-Yard Dash for California Goal 


Los Angeles, Calif.. January 4.— 
(Special.)—Here is the exact story, 
step by step, of Roy Riegels’ famous 
run to his own goal line in the late 
lamented Georgia Tech-California 
game. This is just as it is shown in 
a slow-motion picture of the entire 
dash. Scene by scene, the dash is as 
follows: 

Georgia Tech comes into possession 
of the ball on its own 25-yard line 
after Lom’s pass to Barr on the goal 
line goes through his arms, and rolls 
onto the field. Thomason, standing 
in’ punt formation, takes the ball on 
the 15-yard line, and starts around 
his own Ieft end. 

The play forms at the right side 
of the field and Thomason veers wide 
to the left. At the 20-yard line (scrim- 
mage line) Thomason is met by the 
first California tackler. He shakes 
him off with a straight-arm. Mid- 
way between the 25 and the 30-yard 
lines Thomason is hit again. He gets 
away. and reaches the 30-yard line 
before he is crashed by Captain Phil- 
lips of the Bears. Other players rush 
up and the ball pops from Thoma 
son’s hands in the mixup. 

It rolls to the 32 1-2-yard line. 
Racing in, Riegels picks up the ball, 
and runs straight ahead, towards the 


Georgia Tech line. The field is clear 
in front of him for at least four or 
five yards, but seeing two players 
making for him from the left, he 
cireles. He suddenly reverses on the 
30-yard line, and from that. point 
heads toward. the California  gval, 
evadiug the two players who apparent- 
ly annoyed him. Nwbody touches hin. 
Straight as an arrow he speeds. Benny 
Lom takes out after him. With gi- 
antic strides Lom finally overtakes 
tiegels on the California 10-yard line. 
Lom puts his right hand on Riegels 
shoulder. Riegels pays no attention. 
Between the 10 to the 5-yard lines, 
Lom gets his left hand on the back 
of Riegels waist. Riegels keeps on 
going. Lom is desperate and finally 
he grabs Riegels right wrist with both 
hands. On the 5-yard line Lom is in 
a squatting position, trying to yank 
Riegels to earth. But Riegels drags 
him along... Lom swings his weight 
heavily to the right, causing Riegels 
to face about to the left. Both come 
to a dead stop, faced toward the dis 
tant Tech goal, and a foot and a half 
inside their own last stripe. The first

story.

Viléran Ring Official Says 
Press and Pablic Should 
Recognize Old Mauler. 


New York, January 4.—(Special.) 
Boxing Commissioner William Mul- 
doon said this afternoon that, in his 
opinion, Jack Dempsey is the out- 
‘standing heavyweight boxer, and 
should be proclaimed champion, if it 
is judged that public opinion coincides 
with this view. 

Muldoon’s name appears with that 
of Gene Tunney on the heavyweight 
trophy which was Tunney’s legacy to 
boxing when he retired last summer. 
Muldoon also is one of the committee 
to which the selection of a champion 
was left by Tunney. ° 

Asked what kind of a showing he 
thought Dempsey would make in his 
next fight if he does box again, Mul- 
doon said he believed that the Manas- 
sa mauler would put up one of the 
best battles of his career. 

Scores Chicago Count. 

Muldoon also took a fall out of the 
way the knockdown count rule was 
enforeed in the seventh round of the 
second ‘Tunney-Dempsey fight, and it 
is clear that a doubt exists in his 
mind whether Tunney would have 
excaped defeat had the original pur- 
pose of the rule been observed. 

“Tl was not present at the Chicago 
fight between Tunney and Dempsey,” 
snid the commissioner, “but 1 have 
seen the pictures of it and am familiar 
with what took place. 

“I am the one who originated the 
rule which requires the boxer. scoring 
a knockdown to go to the farthest cor- 
ner and stay there until the fallen 
boxer is on his feet. The purpose was 
to prevent repetitions of what happen- 
ed at Toledo, when Dempsey stood so 
close to big Willard that he knocked 
him down five times without even 
moving his feet, hitting him as soon 
-as Willard’s hands and knees were off 
the floor. Dempsey did much the 
same thing in his fight with Firpo. 

Reason for Rule. 

“The rule provides that the first 
luty of the referee when a knockdown 
xccurs is to see that the man scoring 
t goex to the farthest corner. When 
that has been done he is to pick up 
the count of the timekeeper. The ref- 
eree it not to start,a new count, as 
was done at Chicago, thus giving the 
man knocked down more than ten sec- 
onds in which to recover. The idea of 
having the timekeeper count is that 
the refere may pick up the count at 
the proper time. 

“Now what would have happened at 
Chicago if the referee had picked up 
the count instead of starting a new 
one? Tunney might have been able to 
escape and he might not. There al- 
ways will be a doubt about that. Pos- 
sibly Dempsey would have won the 
championship back at that time with 
the proper observance of the knock- 
down rule. 

“The men in Dempsey's corner were 
of no use to him that night. He has 
been very badly trained and poorly 
seconded in all his fights. He should 
have been instructed what’ to do if he 
sored a knockdown, His chief second 
should have told him that if he land- 
“l a knockdown punch he should lis- 
en for that second’s voice and obey 
nstantly. Seconds are supposed to 
wv cool and collected, That's often a 
ioke, Look at Jack Kearns. Why, 
when Dempsey boxed that little Car- 
pentier in Jersey City it was a ques- 
tioh whether or net Kearns would 
collapse before the fight was over. so 
nervous he was. And everybody 
knows how helpless Kearns was at the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight. 

“The reason Dempsey was so weak 
after knocking Tunney down at Chi- 
cago was that he was trained all 
wrong. They worked him so hard he 
had nothing left. He should have 
been trained for speed. 

“In the old days fighters sometimes 
trained as hard as Dempsey was, but 
they had enough to come through it. 
Dempsey ix of a nervous disposition, 
and he had no store of nerve energy 
when they got through with him.”

New York, January 4.—(#)—Dr. 
Frederick Rand Rogers, New York 
state director of health and physical 
education, told the women’s division 
of the Amateur Athletic federation 
today that he and his department 
would stipport them in their opposi- 
tion to girls’. participation in the 1932 
Olympic games.

Dr. Taylor was found engaged in

cussed Kennelly-Heaviside ayer in 
collaboration with Dr. Edward O. Hul- 
bert and Dr. Leo C. Young, who like 
himself are civilian scientists attach- 
ed. to the navv’s important. engineer- 
ing research plant. 

The Kennelly-Heaviside layer, 80- 
called for Professor A. E. Kennelly, 
of Harvard, and the late Sir Oliver 


Heaviside, of England, holds out lit~ 


tle fascination for the layman but its 
current cyclic variations are of great 
moment to the world of radio. It is 
the ionized layer in the upper atmos- 
phere from which radio waves are 
reflected or refracted back to earth. 
It aceounts for fading and skip dis- 
tance effects, but relatively little is 
known about it. ; 

The latest theory is that this “ra- 
dio ceiling” is “lowering, due to sun- 
spot variations. The present sunspot 
cycle is being studied with a view of 
learning more about its effects upon 
radio, particularly upon the high fre- 
quencies or short waves which are 
known to bound and rebound from 
the layer and travel as many as eight 
= around the world in one sec- 
ond, 

Dr, Taylor believes that the layer 
has fallen to its lowest limit which 
is about 55 miles above the earth’s 
surface. The highest ever measured is 
700 miles, but this is extreme. Height 
variations are diurnal and seasonal, 
and differ with different frequencies. 
The sunspot variations must be ob- 
served at least five yenrs more before 
pure science can draw definite con- 
clusions. 


“WHOOPEE” RAISING

In eliminating the Cove creek item. 
Representative Crisp expressed the be- 
lief that the measure as thus framed 
would be satisfactory to the presi- 
dent. While no statement was ever 
forthcoming from the white house in 
explanation of the chief executive's 
pocket veto of the Muscle Shoals lez- 
islation, adopted near the close of the 
last Session, it is generally understood 
that his objection was mainly to the 
430,000,000 estimated te be necessary 
fo construct the auxiliary Cove creck 
dam in Tennessee. 

This item had not been a part of 
the original Muscle Shoals develo,- 
ment plan, but was incorporated in 
the bill by the house military affairs 
committee and later accepted by the 
senate, 

Representative Crisp said his meas- 
ure as presented taday offered the 
same plan for fertilizer ptoduction as 
provided in the last bill. It was also 
suggested that there would be less op- 
position to the measure from power 
distributors since government compe- 
tition with private industry woulkd 
not be as strong without the auxiliary 
dam and’ plant. rs 

Since the president administered a 
pocket veto of the legislation by the 
simple process of refraining from at- 
tachirg his signature some, question 
has arisen as to the status of the bill. 
Senator George Norris, republican of 
Nebraska, one of the authors of the 
old measure, contends that such a veto 
is not effective and that the legisla- 
tion is now operative. 

The whole problem arises from a 
clause in the constitution stating in 
effect that bills passed by congress 
must be signed before the session ends. 
Ordinarily a ‘bill becomes law withiu 
ten days after passage unless vetoe:l 
by the president. In the cage of Muscle 
Shoals the president did not admin- 
ister a straight veto, but simply failed 
to sign it before the session ad- 
journed., 

The question has never been taken 
to the supreme court for settlement, 
although it has offered a subject of 
There is soon 
to be argued before the highest trib- 
unal a case based on the same facts, 
and proponents of Muscle Shoals lec- 
islation have been inclined to wait for 
a decision before pressing for further
